This Communication is responsive to the Office Action dated August 8, 2006, the 
response for which is due September 8, 2006. The Office Action required a restriction of the 
application to either the inventions of claims 1-19 (Group I), claims 20-21 (Group II), and claims 
22-23 (Group 111). 

Applicant hereby elects with traverse, Group I which the Office Action defined to include 
claims 1-19. 

Applicant respectfully submits that all of claims should be examined within this 
application. The inventions of the groups of claims as set forth by the Examiner are very close, 



and would pose no inconvenience to search at one time. Restricting the application in the 
manner directed results in very little convenience for the patent office at a significant expense to 
the Applicant to file divisional applications and to prosecute the unelected claims separately. 

More specifically, it is very common to prosecute device and method of use claims in the 
same application. Accordingly, Applicants believe that at least the claims of Groups I and III 
should be prosecuted together in the interest of efficiency and cost containment.
